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This International Searching Authority found multiple inventions in this international application, as follows: 

When consideration is given to the facts that a tape drive which can be 
applied to both thin type and thick type tape cartridges differing in case 
thickness is publicly known as it is disclosed, for example, in Patent Document 
2 presented by the applicant and that in such device, some means for 
distinguishing one tape cartridge from another is necessarily required, 

it is deemed that the w special technical feature'' of Claims 1-3, 4-6 exists 
in that in a tape drive, depending on output signals from a pair of sensors, 
upper and lower, disposed on the side wall of loading frame or from a select 
switch disposed on an operating panel, the state of the tape

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As only some of the required additional search fees were timely paid by the applicant, this international search report covers 
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drive , particularly the vertical movement of a holder which presses down 
and holds the tape cartridges, or the like, is controlled so as to be 
suited for the case thickness of the loaded tape cartridge, 

it is deemed that the "special technical feature'' of Claims 7-10 exists 
in that in a tape drive, a first door and a second door having vertical 
dimensions respectively in predetermined relations to the vertical 
thickness dimensions of thin type and thick type of tape cartridges are 
adjacently disposed in a loading aperture for swing displacement and 
on the basis of output signals from the first and second sensors for 
detecting the retraction swing movement of the two doors, the dimension 
(case thickness) of the tape cartridge loaded in the loading frame is 
automatically distinguished, and 

it is deemed that the "special technical feature" of Claims 11, 12, 
13-15, 16 relates to not in a tape drive but in a tape cartridge itself, 
that is, it exists in that the front surface plate of the front cover 
of the thick type tape cartridge is formed by a main surface wall and 
an auxiliary surface wall relatively rotatably pivotally connected to 
the main surface wall, and the installation position of the support shaft 
of the front cover of the thick type tape cartridge is adjusted, whereby 
the rotary projection width of the front cover of the thick type tape 
cartridge is made to be substantially the same dimension as that of the 
thin type tape cartridge. 

These "special technical features" are not in the same or corresponding 
technical relation. 
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
